We have frequently had occasion to speak of the 
American Board of Commissioners for Foreign 
Missions. Its influence, which has always been 
on the side of Slavery, is immense, as will be seen 
by the following facte, which are compiled from the 
Missionary Herald for the present month. The 
Herald is published by the Board, and is its off- 
cial organ. 

The Association has under ite care, 26 Missions, 
embracing 116 Stations proper, and 38 out-stations.

whom 402 were sent from this courtry; 162 {in- 
cluding eight physicians) are ordained missiona- 
ries. There are 1] printing establishments con- 
nected with the missions, from which have been 
issued during the past year 57,650,750 pages—ma- 
king the whole number of pages printed, 1,015,- 
783,228. There are 104 churches connected with 
the missions, with 55,526 members; 2,152 have 


been added during the year. There are also nine
